THE  SHOT  WAS  the  first  in  a 
top-secret  space  program  called 
“vela  high  altitude”  or  “vela  ho- 
tel.” Security  was  so  tight  at 
Cape  Canaveral  during  the 
launching  that  newsmen  were 
barred  from  the  space  center  for 
the  first  time  in  five  years. 

Scientist  planned  to  let  the  sat- 
ellites reach  a peak  altitude  of 
60,000  miles,  then  give  them  an- 
other “kick”  forward  with  small, 
solid-fueled  rockets  each  carried 
along.  This  would  level  out  their 
oval  orbit  at  the  60,000-mile  al- 
titude and  prevent  the  satellites 
from  sliding  back  toward  earth. 

THE  FIRST  REMOTE  “kick” 
was  scheduled  for  3:02  p.m.  EST 
Thursday.  Informed  sources  said 
a similar  maneuver  with  the  se- 
cond satellite  probably  would  be 
attempted  38  hours  later,  or  at 
about  5 a.m.  EST  Saturday. 

The  maneuvers  will  be  vital  to 
the  life  of  the  satellites — design- 
ed as  the  first  link  in  an  Ameri- 
can space  surveillance  system  to 
enforce  a nuclear  test  ban  treaty 
this  country  recently  signed 
along  with  the  Soviet  Union. 

THE  NEXT  ATTEIVIPT  to  send 
up  additional  Vela  Hotel  satel- 
lites isn’t  scheduled  until  next 


year,  thus  anything  less  than  suc- 
cess would  leave  a months-long 
gap  in  the  proposed  detection 
system.  A total  of  eight  of  the 
satellites  are  to  be  launched,  two 
at  a time,  during  1964. 

The  test  ban  treaty  specifically 
forbids  the  detonation  of  nuclear 
weapons  in  earth’s  atmosphere 
and  in  space. 

THE  AIR  FORCE  and  the  de- 
fense department  maintained  an 
attitude  of  strict  silence  concern- 
ing the  pupose  of  or  even  the 
identification  of  the  satellites. 

However,  informed  sources 
said  the  launching  of  the  103-foot 
Atlas-Agena  rocket  was  one  of 
the  most  accurate  in  the  booster’s 
long  history,  and  that  the  high- 
flying satellites  were  “working 
perfectly.”

‘Americans 
Are  Misled’ 
Writer  Says 

“We’ll  have  to  understand 
more  not  less  of  the  Commu- 
nist world,”  emphasized  Harrison 
Salisbury,  Pulitizer  Prize  winning 
journalist,  as  he  spoke  to  the 
BYU  forum  assembly,  Thursday, 
in  tlie  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

IN  SPEAKING  on  the  coming 
conflict  between  Russia  and  Red 
China  Mr.  Salisbury  noted  the 
nature  of  the  quarrel  and  its 
possible  consequences.  He  also 
spoke  of  self  examination  to  find 
why  it  took  so  long  for  us  to  pre- 
ceive  the  present  problem  be- 
tween China  and  Russia. 

For  the  last  10-15  years  our 
tlunking  has  been  based  upon  a 
faulty  estimate  of  the  Commu- 
nists. If  we  are  to  be  able  to  look 
to  the  future  and  examine  it  with 
any  precision  we  must  look  at 
the  past,  he  said. 

THE  MAIN  IDEA  that  mis- 
led the  Americans  in  analyzing 
the  conflict  when  it  was  in  the 
development  stages  was  that 
which  we  absorbed  from  the 
Communist  propaganda.  The 
propaganda  conveyed  the  idea 
that  it  was  absurd  that  a con- 
flict could  develop  between  two 
unified  members  of  a communist 
ideology. 

“ALL  THE  RECORDS  of  Com- 
munism are  open  to  the  public 
consumption  in  the  library,”  re- 
marked Mr.  Salisbury.  “We  don’t 
have  to  penetrate  secret  infor- 
mation to  see  the  processes  and 
origin  of  communism,”  he  con- 
tinued. 

To  the  popular  idea  that  Ameri- 
ca will  benefit  from  sitting  on 
the  sidelines  during  this  conflict 
between  Russia  and  Red  China 
Mr.  Salisbury  made  an  emphatic 
statement.  In  a nuclear  holo- 
caust there  would  be  no  sidelines 
from  which  we  could  observe. 
One  of  the  bombs  just  might  land 
in  the  bleachers,  he  concluded.

Specific  required 
courses  would  be  equally  balanc- 
ed in  the  areas  of  liberal  arts  and 
sciences  and  education  courses. 

The  certificate  would  possibly 
expire  in  five  to  seven  years  (this 
point  is  subject  to  extensive  ev- 
aluation). During  the  period  of 
initial  experience  summer  school 
studies  and  work  toward  a gra- 
duate degree  and  a career  certi- 
ficate would  be  encouraged. 

Endorsement  of  the  candidate’s 
potential  ability  to  serve  effectiv- 
ely in  the  classroom  would  be  re- 
quired from  the  college  dean 
and/or  the  practice  teaching  sup- 
ervisor.

Nhu  Accuses 
U.S.  State  Dept. 
At  Conference 


'WASHINGTON.  (UPD— Mme. 
Ngo  Dinh  Nhu  ot  South  Viet 
Nam  charged  Thursday  that  the 
U.  S.  State  Department  attempt- 
ed to  prevent  her  trip  to  the  Un- 
ited States  on  grounds  it  could 
not  guarantee  her  personal  saf- 
ety. 

She  also  accused  the  Kennedy 
administration  of  deliberately 
snubbing  her  during  her  Wash- 
ington stay  and  accused  unidenti- 
fied Americans  of  keeping  her 
from  her  father,  the  former  Viet- 
namese Ambassador  to  the  Uni- 
ted States. 

Mme.  Nhu,  sister-in-law  of 
President  Ngo  Dinh  Diem  and 
outspoken  voice  of  the  Diem  re- 
gime, held  a news  conference 
and  gave  a luncheon  address 
Thursday  in  her  campaign  to  ex- 
plain the  Vietnamese  situation  to 
the  American  people. 

‘T  find  bizarre,”  she  told  the 
Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
“not  only  that  the  American  ad 
ministration  shows  real  coolness 
but  even  'has  done  its  best  to 
dissuade  me  to  come  here  Vith 
warnings  which  seemed  like 
threats.” 


Tito  Pays  Visit  To  U.S. 


WASHINGTON,  CUPD— Presi- 
dent Tito  of  Yugoslavia  paid  a 
brief  but  significant  visit  to 
Washington  Thursday.  President 
Kennedy  expressed  hope  his  trip 
would  lead  to  a greater  under- 
standing of  America  and  its  poli- 
cies. 


The  71-y'ear-old  Communist 
leader  was  greeted  with  full  mil- 
itary honors  at  the  White  House 
at  the  start  of  a six-hour  visit  to 
Washington.  Kennedy  said  he 
took  “great  pleasure  in  welcom- 
ing you  to  the  United  States”  and 
added: 


“This  is  a difficult  and  danger- 
ous world  in  which  we  live.  I 
think  it  mo'gf'important  that  we 
have  across  the  distance  of  wa- 
ter— and  across  perhaps  a differ- 
ence in  political  philosophy — that 
we  have  an  understanding  of  the 
basic  policies  and  objectives  of 
the  countries  through  the  globe 
so  that  danger  may  be  lessened.” 


As  he  arrived,  nearly  100  mem- 
bers of  Serbian  and  Croatian  or- 
ganizations picketed  outside  with 
placards  denouncing  Tito  as  a 
“Murderer,”  “Tyrant,”  and  “Mos- 
cow’s Spy.” 

During  the  exchange  of  wel- 


coming remarks,  Kennedy  told 
Tito  and  his  wife  that  “we  are 
very  glad  to  have  you  here  at  the 
White  House,  and  I hope  that  as 
a result  of  your  visit  tiiet  the  re- 
lations between  our  two  peoples 
will  become  stronger  and  that  our 
commitments  to  national  inde- 
pendence will  be  strengthened.”
